ATTRACTIVE VIEW. 

Mauy K |^ople hare travelled the 
road from the top of-what ia known 
as the Vine Mountain to Hillsboro, 
unaware of it* attractions. Shortly 
after learlng the top of the moan, 
tain one emerges from the deeply 
shaded timber to an eminence in 
the' road from which the l**antifol 
valley from Mill Point to the foot of 
the Droop Mountain, suddenly 
burets upon the view with all/it* 
surpassing grandeur. No lover of 
die beautiful ever passed the place 
with halting, and contemplating In 
profound alienee, tbe imposing scene 
outstretched before him. Tbe vil¬ 
lage with its church spires pointing 
heavenward, farm houses dotted 
here aud there, grove*j of timber, 
winding roads, ami inagnificient 
fields of waving grain bathed in the 
sunlight of a Juue^morning, make 
up a scene of grandeur beyond the 
l»ower of the |n?n to describe. Go¬ 
ing perhaps three quarters of a mile 
from this place we find but a short 
distance from tie road side what is 
kuowu as the Moccasin Spring. 
Many years ago a hunter tired out 
with the day’s sport, drop|>eddown 
in this secluded spotto recu|>erate. 
V f bile sittingtheie meditating upon 
the ups aud downs of a hunter’s 
life, aud other things in genetal, be 
saw some water trickling from a 
large rock, being thirsty and no 
water near him, he*cut with a 
hatchet, a neat little trough in the 
rook to catch the water. While 
waiting for the trough to fill he dis¬ 
covered a Huge moccasin snake ly¬ 
ing near him, he dispatched it, and 
from that time, the place has gone 
by the name of the Moooftsin Spring. 
Although the stream that supplies 
the spring is very weak, it never 
fails, and go there wh ctf you? will 
you will find it slowly trickling, and 
the little trqugli in the rock full. 
The next and' last place we shall 
mention on the road, is the Rattle¬ 
snake Deu at the Jar Place near 
the foot of the mountain. Who is 
there in Hillsboro-that does not 
know of tbe RattlA-snake Den T 
aud bavn’t some o^us lieeu tilled 
with a nameless'dreed as we cau¬ 
tiously picked our way through the 
labyrinth of|laurel that leads to the 
home of the deadly, rattler. The 
Detx is situated among some largo 
ro^ks, surrounded by a heavy 
growth of laurel. No wilder, 
rougher, spot can lie fouud in that 
section of country. There was a 
time when the Den was full of rat 
tie-snakes, but of late years they 
are not * 0 ^.plentiful. They tftill 
can lie fouud there, however, aud 
the.time to look for them is in the 
spring when the weather begins to 
warm up. About the first of May 
they crawl out of the rocks, and 
stretch out where the sun will shine
